Police Commissioners Agree 
to a Conference, 


WILL MEET MAYOR FRIDAY P. M. 


MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY JOINT

Mayor Wells Hopes to Overcome at 
Least Partially the $955,000 
Deficit. by Which the City 
Is Now Confronted. 


As the result of a Suggestion made by 
Mayor Wells, the joint ways and means 
committee of the Municipal Assembly will 
hold a special conference with the Board 
of Police Commissioners at 2:30 o’clock Fri- 
Gay afternoon to discuss plans for reduc- 
ing the expenses of the police department 
fn order to supply other city departments 
with necessary funds for the coming year. 

The ways and means committee of the 
council and House of Delegates, in their 
consideration of the annual appropriation 
’ bill, have been confronted with a deficit of 
$955,000, and have been unable to cut this 
amount, or any amount approximating this, 
from the items required by the different 
city departments for the coming year. 

Mayor Wells was informed Thursday by 
Members of the committee that the deficit 
could not be overcome without seriously 
crippling the work of the departments. Af- 
ter considering the question he communi- 
cated with members of the Police Board, 
esking them whether they would be willing 


to enter with the Assembly committee,

When he stepped up to the window and 
announced his business and his name, Po- 
liceman Green Parker tapped him on the 
shoulder and informed him that he was 
under arrest.

THEY PLEAD THEY DIDN’T KNOW 
THE LAW.

The Board of Auditors of Centerville Sta- 
tion Township was on trial Thursday and 
Friday in the Circuit Court at Belleville on 
the charge of malfeasance in office, con- 
sisting, it is alleged, in allowing illegal 


fees and salaries. 
The defense is unique. 
It is that the defendants did not know

They say that if they allowed any fees 
contrary to the law, it was on account of 
a mistaken ‘nterpretation of the law. 

At the last session of the grandjury sev- 
eral indictments were returned against the 
officials of the township at the instigation 


of citizens who had become aroused by the 
apparent irre oe, of many of the pro- 
ceedings of t Board of Auditors. 

The specific charge on which the mem- 
bers of the board are now See tried is 
that they illegally voted upervisor 
Henry J. Drummond, as ex-officio overseer 
of the poor; @ salary of $200 a year. 

The Board of Auditors is composed of 
Supervisor Henry J. Drummond, Andrew 
Touchette, Philip Traband and James H. 
Wyatt, justices of the peace, and A. H. 
Doyle, town clerk. 

It is alleged that the board has been ali- 
lowing Drummond a salary of $200 a year 
since 1896 and has allowed the town clerk 
the same amount. 

The present charge is based on the ac- 
oe alleged to have been taken at a meet- 

=e of the town board Sept. 4, 1900. The 

er actions are barred by the statute of 
limitations. 

Indictments have been returned 
the same parties and against Louis 
for a similar action on March 21, 1901. 

The members of the board have also been 
indicted on the charge of having paid W. 
H. Drummond, the township assessor, $8 
per day while he was making the assess- 
ment, while ihe law fixes the compensa- 
tien at $5 a day.

‘The standard of milk sold in this city 
is now fully up to 2.85 per cent of butter 
fat, the percentage fixed by ordinance,”’ 
said Dr. Helwig. 

“This has been brought about through 
the work of this office. Not only this, but 
dairymen are generally adopting the plan 
of selling their milk in glass bottles. This 
is a most important step toward securing 
a pure milk supply. 

“This office receives samples of milk 
which are brought in by customers, and 
whenever the milk is found to be adulter- 
ated or to contain less than the legal per- 

entage of butter fat I notify the person 


who submitted the sample of that fact. 
The result always that the consumer 
stops patronizing the dairy from which the 
milk was secured. 

‘This keeps the dairymen awake to the 
necessity of keeping their milk up to the 
standard. It is a much more effective plan 
than the one formerly tn vogue, by which 
the samples were submitted by the dairy- 


men.

After holding a hearing Friday on the 
bill for the employment of an expert to de- 
termine the value of the St. Louts Sanitary 
Co.'s garbage reduction plant, the sanitary 
committee of the House of Delegates an- 
nounced that an unfavorable report on the 
measure will be made at Friday night's 


meeting of the House. 

he only person heard at Friday’s meet- 
ing of the committee was Walter J. Blake- 
ly, secretary and treasurer of the St. Louls 
Sanitary Co. 

Chairman John J. Burke and Delegate 
Geraghty, two of the memberg of the com- 
mittee, express the belief that the state- 
ments of Mr. Blakely before the committee 
furnish all the information that an expert 
could furnish on the methods and cost of 
the operation of garbage reduction plants. 
They say that to employ an expert for this 
purpose, after having secured such full! in- 
formation on the subject from Mr. Blake- 
ly, would be a waste of money. 

“If an expert were employed by the 
city,’’ said Chairman Burke, “he would be 
obliged to go to Mr. Blakely and ask him 
for the information which he needed. I! 
doubt very much whether he would get as 
complete a statement of the facts in the 
case as this committee got from Mr. Blake- 
ly.’ 

The bill for the employment of an expert 
was prepared by the council sanitary com- 
mittee, whose members stated in their re- 
port to the council that they had been un- 
able to get from the officials of the san- 
itary company the Information which they 
desired.

Four acres of ground are to be deeded 
to the company and a cash bonus of $8000 
to be given. The company.guarantees to 
eerct a plant to cost $36,000 and to de- 
posit $15,000 in a local bank to guarantee 
good faith. The deed to the property and 
the bonus are not to be turn over to 
the company until the plant ts completed. 

The advantages of Belleville for such a 
plant were first called to the attention of 
the glass works people by E. D. Stratton, 
traveling freight agent of the Southern 
Railway. He induced representatives of 
the company to come to Belleville, where 
they were taken in hand by President 
Detharding of the Commercial Club and 
Mr. Stratton and Agent Dittoe of the 
Southern. They reported favorably to the 
company. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Stratton a 
novel plan was adopted for raising the 
bonus. An option was secured on 2% acres 
of ground on the Muren farm, on the Leb- 
anon rock road, adjoining the Southern 
Railway. Four acres are to be deeded to 
the company. The remaining 21 acres are 
to be platted into lots and every subscriber 
of a stipulated amount to the bonus is to 
receive one of these lots. 

The proposition has been accepted by the 
glass company and a committee will ar- 
rive at Belleville in a day or two to close 
the deal. |

WILL PREVENT GRAIN CORNERS 


New York Exchange Will Make Other 
Grades Deliverable at an Arbi- 
trary Difference in Price. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—The special com- 
mittee which has charge of preparing rules 
of the New York Produce Exchange with 
a view of preventing corners—or at any 
rate, of making the manipulation of a cor- 
ner a much more difficult matter than it 
is at present—have decided to call a pub- 
lic meeting of the grain trade before finally 
submitting their report. This meeting has 
been announced for June 2. Its purpose 
is to allow the trade to submit suggecs- 
tions in order that all interests may be 
carefully considered before the new regu- 
lations are finally drafted. 

The plan of those responsible for the cur- 
rent agitation in favor of a change is to 
increase the number of grades deliverable 
upon contracts by establishing arbitrary 
differences in prices, so that if the present 
contract grades are ‘“‘cornered’’ then buy- 
ers may deliver other legitimate grades by 
paying the difference in price, as officially 
promulgated. These differences are not to 
sept ener the actual differences in the usual 
selling price of the various grades. They 
are, in fact, to represent premiums which 
the seller must pay for the privilege of 
delivering grades lower than the present 
contract grades.

CUBA IS ALL MORTGAGES 


Great Distress Exists Over the Fact 
Bhat Foreclosure Proceedings Are 
About to Begin. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Reports of dis- 
tress continue to reach Washington from 
debtors in Cuba. Governor-General Wood 
has announced that all classes of credi- 
tors are at liberty to take action and en- 
force the collection of mortgage credits on 


all kinds of property. 

Mortgages on property in Cuba amount 
to $208,000,000, $100,000,000 of which is on city 
real estate and the remainder on rural 
property. Seventy-nine per cent of the 
value of the city real estate is indebted- 
ness and 68 per cent of the value of ihe 
rural property is indebtedness. The aver- 
age annual income from the city real es- 
tate is 10 per cent and from rural property 
is 14 per cent. 

In view of these figures war department 
officials express the opinion that there is 
likely to be a great change of ownership 
of property in Cuba. 

Rural and agricultural properties, the 
buildings on which were destroyed during 
the war, on which improvements have not 
yet been made, are exempted from the en- 
forcement of the mortgage claims. 


PRISONERS BROKE JAIL. 


They Overpowered the Jailer at Mur- 
physboro, Ill. 
MURPHYSBORO, Ill., June 21.—Two of 
the five prisoners who escaped frém the 
jail here last night are in custody. The 

others are being sought for. 

About 7:30 o'clock Jailer Creats started 
into the corridor of the county jail to take 
water to the prisoners. As soon as he 
opened the dour Harry Smith, who was held 
on a charge of highway robbery, leaped at 
him and caught him by the throat. He 
choked the jailer and held him from the 
door until five of the 12 prisoners passed 
through the door into the courthouse yard, 
through a crowd of several hundred, and 
escaped into darkness. Smith then released 
the jailer and escaped by running through 
the courtroom. 

N. Bryan, who is in jail charged with at- 
tempting to rob, jumped from a jail window 
and fell feet onto a granitoid walk, 
breaking his right leg and injuring himself 
otherwise severely. He was captured one 
block from the jail.
